DIVING DEFENSIVELY— 
ACCIDENT PREVENTION 
PROGRAM 


a prevention is unquestion- 
ably one of the major concerns of the 
diving community. At times it seems as 
though we are preoccupied with the 
subject, and perhaps rightly so. Be- 
Cause we are involved with an alien en- 
vironment which can sometimes be 
harsh or unpredictable we must con- 
stantly strive for near perfection. 

Few sportsmen are as conscientious 
about safety as the diving community. 
Scuba instructors devote the major por- 
tion of their training to safety and surviv- 
al in open water. The textbooks are 
loaded with plans, procedures and rules 
which are all safety oriented. The equip- 
ment we wear today is basically de- 
signed with safety as the primary con- 
sideration, and most innovations such as 
BC’s and octopus rigs are the outgrowth 
of accident prevention efforts. — 

Yet, with all of this emphasis and at- 
tention to scuba safety, there is still only 
one effective way of avoiding or pre- 
venting dive accidents. The key is the 
individual diver — you. You must be to- 
tally aware of the situation around you 
and fully know yourself. Accidents don't 
just happen, nor are they a result of bad 
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luck. Psychologists who study acci- 


dents have discovered there are certain 
causative factors which frequently form 
a pattern for an accident. Many seem- 
ingly senseless or idiotic mistakes may 
actually have a very logical origin. 
People often do stupid things because 
they are not thinking straight or are not 
themselves. Being aware of distractions 
or abnormal influences can be the key to 
preventing an accident. Here are just a 
few ways that you can dive defensively 
and perhaps avoid a potential accident: 

Be properly equipped. If you discover 
that a vital piece of dive gear is broken or 
you have forgotten to bring it along, abort 
the dive or at least postpone it until you 
can borrow a replacement. Going into 
the water with a broken submersible 
pressure gauge or minus a depth gauge 
is really asking for trouble. 

Keep your gear in working order. 
There is nothing more upsetting or dis- 
tracting than a regulator which starts 
free-flowing or acting funny in the middle 
of a deep dive. Keep your regulator in 
good repair and well tuned. Also check 
your BC frequently for air-tight integrity 
and make sure your gauges are accurate. 

Avoid drugs and drinking prior to 
diving. Narcotics and alcoholic severely 
reduce your ability to react quickly in an 
emergency situation. They also impair 
good judgement and are frequently the 
root of human error. Even a hangover 
from the previous night can severely af- 
fect your ability to dive. Recurring waves 
of nausea, dizziness and vertigo under- 
water can lead to tragedy. _ 

Get plenty of rest. Fatigue is one of 
the major causes of diver error, poor 
judgement and poor coordination. A 
sleepless night can lead to many mistakes. 

Don’t rush. Many dive accidents be- 
gin on the boat or beach. A diver who is 


hurriedly suiting up for the dive can fre- | 


quently make mistakes or become for- 
getful. A regulator is not properly seated 
on atank valve and blows an O-ring in the 
middle of a dive. A hose is not connected 


‘to a BC inflator; a depth gauge is forgot- 


ten; or atank strap is not buckled proper- 
ly. Don’t let anyone rush you. Take your 
time and do it right. 


Use a pre-dive check list. Most pro- - 








fessional divers use some kind of pre- 
dive check list — some do it mentally 
while others refer to an actual written list. 
Check lists are simple but effective re- 
minders. Airline pilots use them faithfully. 

Beware of emotional stress within 
yourself. Depression, worry or brooding 
can be extremely distracting. You find 
yourself making little mistakes because 
you are not thinking of what you are do- 
ing. Anger or frustration can make you 
impatient or careless. These are times 
when you must be particularly careful in 
your dive preparations. Force yourself to 
concentrate on your diving and leave 
your troubles on the surface. 

Don’t be afraid to abort a dive. Some 
people feel embarrassed about calling 
off a dive because they are afraid of what 
others might think. If the dive conditions 
appear dangerous or you are-not feeling 
well, don't be shy about canceling the 
dive. Chances are that others may silent- 
ly feel exactly the same way. 

Don’t become over-confident. Veter- 
an divers are especially vulnerable to this 
hazard. Because they go diving in the 
same place and in the same way re- 
peatedly, the dive routine becomes repe- 
titive and almost boring. After awhile, 
they slacken up on safety procedures: 
start diving without a B.C., never bother 
to take along a pressure gauge, or may 
even dive alone. Sooner or later the odds 
catch up with them because the normal 
routine is interrupted by some unfore- 
seen emergency. 

Stay in shape. Just because you are 
an experienced diver don't kid yourself 
into thinking you can outsmart the rigors 
of open water diving. It takes stamina 
and strength to cope with strong cur- 
rents, a heavy surge or big surf. There is 
no substitute for regular exercise and 
either diving or swimming on a regular 
basis is one of the best ways to do tt. 

There is nothing new in what has been 
stated so far. Most of it is just common 
sense taught in every basic scuba Class. 
Accident prevention is solely dependent 
upon your being fully aware of the situa- 
tion around you and being fully prepared 
to handle any conceivable emergency. 
Accident prevention is strictly up to you, 
so why not dive defensively? >»

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Nighttime Is Prime Time For Finding Nudibranchs 


hat undersea creature is orange and white and tufted all over, yet eludes many 
divers? A nudibranch, of course. The name, which means ‘‘naked gills,” des- 
cribes a shell-less mollusk with external gills. Because of the unusual shape 
and coloration of these creatures, divers find nudibranchs fascinating to observe 
and challenging to photograph — when they find them at all. ; 

How can animals with such striking forms and gaudy colors be so difficult to spot? 
The answer lies in their miniscule size, natural camouflage, and reclusive habits. 

Nudibranchs are rarely more than two inches in length; some are just an inch long 
and a few are even smaller. To discover them a diver must be closely attuned to un- 
derwater details. Nudibranchs are usually overlooked or misidentified. 

Size is only one of the factors contributing to the concealment of these specialized 
mollusks. Another factor is shape and color. The ruffleback nudibranch, motionless 
under a rocky overhang, is easily mistaken for a small sponge. The lacy nudibranch 
lives underneath soft corals which have been uprooted and are lying on the bottom. 
It blends in perfectly with the sand on the gorgonians until movement betrays It.

in Florida, from county to county. The - 
legal definition orginally was that any 
waterway that would float a log or canoe 
was designated navigable. But nobody 
paid any attention until the environmental 
movement tackled the federal govern- 
ments programs of channelizing and 
damming major rivers. Then the law was 
. rewritten into the usual complex, bureau- 
| cratic gobbledegook. 

Basically, the U.S. Army Corps of En- 
gineers is responsible for “protecting” 
and maintaining navigable waterways 
(which now include wetlands in Florida). 
But in Florida, the federal government 
deeded all submerged lands to the state 
to be held in “trust” for the people. 
Florida officials immediately began sell- 
ing state-owned submerged lands to pri- 
vate owners for development through 
dredging and filling. That is how we got 
all those private waterfront canal devel- 
opments in Miami, Tampa, St. Pete, etc. 
The state also sold entire lakes and 
streams, including their bottoms, to pri- 
vate owners and these. waterways are 
now essentially privately owned. 

Few people have contested the legal- 
ity of these in court, the cost would be 
exhorbitant. However, one or two have 
challenged George Ball's fencing off the 
Wakulla spring run. Ball won, even 
though a court ruled his fence is illegal, it 
is stillin place and state officials help him 

keep boats from running up to the spring. 
Rainbow, Weeki Watchi and Wakulla 
head springs are privately owned and 
they can legally.keep you out, just as in 
Silver Springs and others. My suggestion 
is that divers concentrate on getting the 
State to repurchase some of the many 
privately owned springs that are not yet 
developed into resorts — such as the 
Ichetucknee.

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ALL ABOUT BOTTLES How to age, identify, clean...and find them

Dus the last few decades a growing 
number of divers has been recover- 
ing treasure from beneath the sea. This 
treasure is not gold, silver, or precious 
stones, but the glass containers and 
bottles used generations ago by our an- 
cestors. Bottle collecting is not restricted 
to veteran professional divers and does 
not require any additional equipment. 

“Treasure,” in the case of bottle col- 
lectors, truly lies in the eyes of the be- 
holder. Coral encrusted, battered by 
undersea elements, and often filled with 
undesirable substances such as mud 
or decaying material, bottles do not ra- 
diate monetary or historical value. Once 
cleaned and displayed, however, they 
have signficant importance. The price 
that other collectors are willing to pay 
usually reflects the bottle’s relative scar- 
city. A more subtle and more interesting 
aspect of bottle collecting is the roman- 
tic appeal of articles reclaimed both from 
the sea and from the past. Who used it, 
for what, and why? A bottle recovered 
from the depths often answers some of 
these questions and provides insight 
into historical sites and increased 
awareness of how our ancestors con- 
ducted their daily lives. 

Antique bottles are common to al- 
most all bodies of water, and all divers 
have encountered the litter of present 
generations during a dive. You may be 
unaware that Revolutionary and Civil 
War antiques may lie lightly camou- 
flaged beneath the litter of present day 
soda and beer bottles. And while the 
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probability of randomly jumping into the 
Pacific, Atlantic, Great Lakes, or a local 
body of water and immediately filling 
your catch bag with antique bottles is 
slight, there are techniques to employ 
which should ensure that you do not re- 
turn from the dive empty handed. 


RESEARCH 

If you do not know of any common bot- 
tle dive sites or are approaching bottle 
collecting with no experience, your local 
library or town hall is the best place to 
begin your research. Look for old maps 
that detail the waterfront of a particular lo- 
cale and attempt to identify piers, dock 
structures, obsolete harbors and moor- 
ings, and general areas of population 
concentration prior to 1910. The years 
prior to 1860 will yield the oldest con- 
tainers, almost always in the form of 
black glass. The years 1860 to 1910 will 
yield the most diversified results in terms 
of color, shape, and unique characteris-

tics. From 1910 to the present you will 
find bottles similar to modern ones, al- 
though there are notable exceptions for 
the beginning of this particular period. 
Once you have identified a tentative area 
you must pinpoint the approximate posi- 
tion of the dive. Since shorelines are con- 
stantly changing, base the position of the 
dive on landmarks that are still recogniz- 
able today. Even if a shore structure has 
been abandoned, torn down, or modi- 
fied, the bottom may still be a bonanza 
for bottle collectors. Although avid and 
experienced bottle divers will search 
zero visibility waters for their prizes, a lit- 
tle research should turn up a site that is 
more visually appealing for the novice. 


DIVING FOR BOTTLES 
Once a site has been determined and 
the entry has been made, the search is 
really on. Antique bottles are most com- 
monly found with a layer of silt, sand, or 
mud covering them, and often only a 
small part of the bottle is visible. With a lit- 
tle practice a diver is soon able to spot 
bottles he or she would have passed 
over as part of the natural marine envi- 
ronment earlier. If your dive site is a har- 
bor or pier and there is evidence of pres- 
ent day bottles, don’t be afraid to probe 
and dig beneath this superficial layer; 
you'll often be surprised at the antiques 
uncovered. A layering of bottles is very 
common in harbors and the deeper you 
dig the older your finds will be. Once you 
have uncovered a bottle, the following 
guides will help to determine whether it's 
worth bringing back to the shore. 
1. Leok at the top, or lip, of the bottle. 
If at all different from the normal 


bottle cap, called a crown cap, ora 


common screw top container, it is 
usually worth looking at on shore. 
(Watch out, however, for common 
wine bottles, which fall into this 
category.) 

2. Look for an irregular shape, or 
raised (embossed) lettering on the 
bottle. On your first bottle dive bring 
back anything you don’t recognize 
immediately. You can discard later. 

Once you're back to shore, rinse the 

bottles of superficial mud and empty 
them of sand, etc. After this has been 
done, it becomes easier to weed out the 
obviously modern bottles. 


CLEANING THE BOTTLES 

Soap and water are often all you need 
to clean freshwater bottles. A few inex- 
pensive brushes can be used for the in- 
terior of the bottle and the job is done. 
With bottles recovered from salt water, 
however, coral growth and other marine 
encrustations may hamper the cleaning 
process. Some people prefer to display a 
bottle with coral, etc., left on it for it lends 
a realistic touch to this sea treasure. If 
you desire to completely restore the orig- 
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inal appearance of the bottle, it may be 
necessary to use varying strengths of a 
commercial cleaner (Such as muriatic 
acid). Make sure that if you use commer- 
cial cleaners you are familiar with all the 
necessary precautions. 

Once your bottles have been cleaned, 
the most interesting stage of the hobby 
of bottle collecting has been reached — 
identification. In order to make identifica- 
tions it is necessary to know alittle about 
the history of glassmaking and it is usual- 
ly helpful to consult any of the many 
books about bottle collecting. Bottle 
books that are price guides are of great 
value to the serious collector and trader, 
but a simpler book explaining the types 
of bottles and the history of bottle making 
is fine for the novice collector. 


HISTORY OF BOTTLES 

There has been evidence of man- 
made glass dating back almost 3500 
years. Sand, soda and lime, the ingre- 
dients of glass, were first worked by 
glassblowers around the first century 
B.C. Basic glass-blowing techniques

were begun with the Roman culture and 
rapidly spread along trade routes. Cen- 
turies later, American colonies had arti- 
sans who worked glass in the classical 
style. This involved the use of a blow- 
pipe, or long, hollow tube, to shape and 
expand amass of molten glass. By regu- 
lating the force of breath expelled into the 
tube and by skillfully turning the pipe, the 
craftsman could control the size and 
shape of the bottle. These free, or hand 
blown bottles, comprise the oldest cate- 
gory of bottles. They are easily recog- 
nized by their irregular shapes, lack of 
symmetry, and the absence of any lines, 
or mold marks. 

In an age when bottles are taken for 
granted it should be stressed that these 
hand blown bottles, and most bottles 
made before 1900, were expensive and 


reused extensively. Therefore, outside of- 


their being found around older wrecks, 
bottles of this type found underwater are 
a tribute either to clumsiness or to a 
propensity for drink remarkable in our an- 
cestors. These finds are indeed rare and 
you are more likely to encounter them in 
Caribbean waters rather than in 
American waters. 


This brings the art of glassmaking into 
the mid-19th century. As the seeds of the 
industrial revolution were being sown in 
other industries, so were important 
changes taking place in the bottle in- 
dustry. The most important of these in- 
volved the introduction of molds. These 
were originally of wood, and the molten 
glass (still at the end of a manually held 
blowpipe) was introduced into the mold 
and the mold shaped the lower portion of 
the bottle. The earliest molds were called 
open molds and shaped only the main 
body of the bottle. These were the pre- 
cursors of three piece molds which ap- 
peared around 1860 and were prevalent 
until the 1880's. These molds left telltale 
marks, and an inspection of the bottle will 
usually reveal them. The body of the bot- 
tle was usually formed in one piece and 
the neck was molded in two pieces. The 
resulting marks are really a signature 
when determining a bottle’s age. 

The history of glassmaking is an inter- 
esting, and sometimes tragic, one. The 
competition among glassmakers in the 
19th century caused some firms to lure 
master glassmakers away from rival 
firms in order to learn what the competi- 
tion was doing. This sometimes resulted 
in the death of either the competitor or the 
glassmaker. The glassmaking industry 
was shrouded in secrecy, and this ac- 
counts for the distinctiveness of the bot- 
tles produced in the late 1800's. Child 
labor was also used extensively in the 
production of glass. So the bottle you find 
today may be largely the effort of a 12 
year old child who earned about 25¢ in 
wages for a ten hour work day. 

A man named Michael J. Owens, him- 
self an employee of a glasshouse at the 
age of ten, finally standardized the pro- 
duction of bottles around 1910. His auto- 
matic bottle machine revolutionized the 
bottle making industry. With it came 
standards of quality which have made 
the hobby of collecting bottles so inter- 
esting. Bottles of today are uniform and 
utilitarian. With the combination of the 
Owen's bottle machine and the standard 
type of closure called a crown cap, or 
bottle cap, the era of individualism in the 
production of bottles came to an end. 


IDENTIFICATION 
Volumes have been written on the sub- 
ject of bottle identification and this article 
can only provide a very rough guide. lf a 
bottle is inspected carefully after it has 
been cleaned, the lines, or mold marks, 
can be seen usually running vertically or 
horizontally on the bottle. The following 
rough guide can be used to determine its 
age: 
1. Pre-1860: The seam only extends to 
the neck of the bottle. 
2. 1860-1880: The seam extends into 
the neck of the bottle, but does not 
approach the lip of the bottle.

3. 1880-1900: The vertical seam ex- 
tends almost to the top of the neck 
of the bottle. 

4. Post-1900: The vertical seam ex- 
tends to the top of the bottle. 

Besides the mold marks another rough 

guide, used in conjunction with mold 
seams, is the lip, or top, of the bottle. The 
earliest hand blown bottles usually have 
what is called a sheared lip. This is a 
rough cut top that is not level and is 
usually sharply defined on the edges. 
The next type of lip was hand applied — 
smoother, yet still not in keeping with the 
uniformity of the rest of the bottle. After 
the applied lip came a multitude of lips 
which include blob top, Hutchison 
stopper, Codd bottles, and a variety of 
others. This was the transition period 
from corks to other types of closures. 
Some very interesting types of bottles 
can be recovered from this period (1890) 
preceding the era of standardized bot- 
tles. The best advice to novices is to col- 
lect a few bottles from a lake, stream, or 
the sea and then read some of the bottle 
books available. What began as a collec- 
tion of accidents and litter from the past 
may become a very rewarding hobby. 

Remember, above all, that rarities, ex- 

ceptions to the rule, and oddities abound 
in the field of bottle collecting. A bottle re- 
covered from an old naval yard in Bermu- 
da with identifiable numbers and char- 
acteristics was accurately dated to the 
year 1892. Imagine the surprise when an 
identical bottle was discovered while 
night diving and lobstering in Long Is- 
land Sound four years later. A collection 
of bottles is a collection of stories, anec- 
dotes, and historical trivia. It costs noth- 
ing to become acollector, enriches your 
appreciation of the sea and what it con- 
tains, opens new horizons for diving, and 
ushers you into a new partnership with 
the past. >»

ow to make money diving appears to 

be a mystery to some. But, one sure 

way to do it is to dive for golf balls. 
Approaching a Golf Pro Shop. Find 
out the name of the golf pro who man- 
ages the local shop; make an appoint- 
ment with him at his convenience. On the 
day of your appointment, make your en- 
trance in a professional manner: Neat, 
clean and, most of all, dressed like a pro- 
fessional. That first impression is an im- 
portant one. Also, take along a resume of 
your dive experience and your dive cre- 
dentials. You must convince the pro that 
you are aconfident, ‘professional’ diver.

Convince the pro that your intentions 
are honorable, Explain clearly that you in- 
tend to simply retrieve the golf balls, and 
that you are not planning to bring your 
dive buddies onto private property for 
fun and games. 

Charge a flat rate for all grades of golf 
balls. You may make an offer of 10¢ 
to 20¢ per ball. | do not suggest charging 
any more or you may be out of business 
before you get started. 

Never take the pro for granted. Al- 
though he has accepted your offer, give 
him a call each time you plan to work. 
Never show up unannounced. Another 


important item to remember: Do not call 
the pro early in the morning, this is when 
he is the busiest. 

Basic Equipment. |n addition to basic 
scuba equipment, the following items are 
a must: compass (the best), mesh bag 
(large), onion bags (large), rubber boat 
(one-man), safety hard hat, ear cleaner 
(post dive), vehicle windshield protector, 
drinking water and/or coffee. 

The mesh bag is used to carry the balls 
while you're. diving. Onion bags are for 
delivering the balls to the pro shop. A 


large bag will hold approximately 500. 


A rubber boat is optional. | prefer not to 
use it, but sometimes, on large bodies of 
water, it is necessary to dump my full 
mesh bag. 

While you're above water wear a hard 
hat: Golf balls pack a terrific punch in 
flight. Also, if your vehicle is in a flight 
path, place some plywood over your 
windshield for protection. 

Start the Day Right. Because golfers 
play early in the morning, it is best not to 
start your work until after 10:00 am. This 
practice will allow our friends (who are 
making us wealthy) to finish the first nine 
holes and will cause less conflict be- 
tween diver and golfer. 

Learn golf etiquette or you may find 
yourself in big trouble! Many golfers play 
for money, and the stakes may be sever- 
al thousand dollars per hole. If you are 
the culprit who caused a shot to go 
wrong, you may soon be the object of a 
scuba S & R team. In other words, main- 
tain a low profile around golfers. 

Lake balls are the property of the pro 
shop; do not sell or give away balls to in- 
dividuals. Pros have occasionally sent 
golfers out to bait me — to test my 
honesty. 

While collecting golf balls, keep your 
head at least two feet underwater to 
avoid being hit by those powerful projec- 
tiles. Also, golf balls have a habit of falling 
into clusters. Find this pattern and you've 
hit pay dirt. 

Work carefully around pond grass. 
Some of it has a fine, hair-like texture and 
can clog your regulator second stage. 
Worse yet, if you swim into this stuff, you 
may become entangled. 

Personal P. R. To help establish a 
good relationship with the pro, return any 
golf course equipment that has landed in 
the water. This may include flags, tee 
markers, golf clubs, and an occasional 
golf cart. | do not charge for this service. | 
usually set certain days aside to go look- 
ing for this stuff. This is my fun dive. 

After you have completed your job, re- 
turn the balls to the pro shop the same 
day. My invoices are pre-typed so that all 
| do is write in the quantity retrieved, dol- 
lar amount, and have the pro sign the 
invoice.

free dive for abalone and lingcod and 
have a festive ‘‘ab fry” around the camp- 
fire at night. And, in Monterey, after 
shooting several rolls of film along shel- 
tered rocky coves, they may stroll 
through romantic groves of cypress or 
enjoy a delicious seafood supper at Can- 
nery Row or Carmel-by-the-Sea. 

Indeed, the wealth to be found in the 
waters off California’s northern and cen- 
tral coast rivals the riches of the red- 
woods and the high Sierras. The mas- 
sive, southwardly moving California Cur- 
rent, together with the coastal upwelling 
of cold, nutrient rich sub-surface water, 
creates a marine environment so rich in 
plant life, invertebrates, fish and mam- 
mals that it nearly boggles the mind. Ab- 
alone are particularly thick along the So- 
noma Coast since, north of Yankee Point 
(Monterey County), scuba gear may not 
be used to take them. 

But, while the underwater environment 
is beautiful, the water is cold and the ter- 
rain rugged. Those who dive here are, of 
necessity, a rugged and determined lot. 
No safe diving takes place in San Fran- 
cisco Bay because of strong tidal cur- 
rents, heavy boat traffic and poor visibil- 
ity. Veteran local divers will also advise 
you not to dive ‘‘the triangle” — the area 
from Half Moon Bay to Tomales Bay and 
out to the Farallon Islands. Like the bay, 
the triangle is full of hazards and not con- 
ducive to safe diving. So, for the best div- 
ing around, Bey Area beach divers travel 
out of the city. 


MONTEREY PENINSULA 

The Monterey Peninsula, from Cannery 
Row to Point Lobos, is by far the most 
popular and heavily dived area in all of 
northern and central California. An esti- 
mated 80 percent of all sport diving from 
Pismo Beach to the Oregon Border is 
conducted here. And, with reason. Mon- 
terey offers a wide variety of diving, from 
rocky coves to wide sandy beaches and 
incredible submarine canyons. 
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elp beds close to shore. 


Visibility along the entire Monterey 
Peninsula is generally quite good. Within 
Monterey Bay, it averages around 25 feet 
and often reaches 40 or 50 feet. Visibility 
in Carmel Bay and along Point Lobos is 
generally better, averaging 30 to 40 feet 
and often reaching 70 to 80 feet. How- 
ever, in Carmel, along with greater visibil- 
ity, you also get larger surf and stronger 
currents. Water temperatures are chilly 
throughout most of the year, with surface 
temperatures averaging between 48°F 
and 52°F. (Note: Peninsula weather con- 
ditions may change rapidly. So be sure to 
take accurate bearings and plan alter- 
nate exits should the fog roll in or the surf 
come up during your dive. It's best to 
dive early in the morning, before winds 
and surf get rowdy.) 

When diving the Monterey kelp beds, 
you may find yourself staring face-to- 
face with a controversial member of this 
rich marine environment, the sea otter 
(Enhydra lutris). These furry marine car- 
nivores have become the subject of a 
great debate since they are now pro- 
tected by law and seem to be proliferat- 
ing at a rapid rate. Many sport and 
commercial divers who harvest abalone, 
urchins, crabs and pismo clams feel the 
otters have been eating more than their 
share. This group believes the otter 
population should be limited. Environ- 
mentalists, believing that the otter is still 
an endangered species with a right to its 
natural prey, want the animals protected. 

In the meantime, otters are fun to pho- 
tograph and to feed. To feed them most 
divers use squid, which can be pur- 
chased at Fisherman’s Wharf in Monter- 
ey. Exercise caution, however: Otters 
have voracious appetites and can con- 
sume several pounds of squid within 
minutes. Some of the more aggressive 
critters may bite if you run out of food be- 
fore they run out of appetite. Sea otters 
are covered under the 1972 Marine 
Mammal Protection Act, so do not har- 
rass or harm them in any way. 


The Monterey Peninsula is indeed a 
wonderful place to dive. But, because 
the area is so heavily trafficked by divers, 
peninsula communities have put a num- 
ber of regulations into effect (see box). 
Many of these diver-oriented laws are ina 
State of flux, so if you are planning to dive 
along the peninsula, be sure to check 
with local dive shop personnel for the 
latest information regarding dive laws as 
-well as ocean conditions. And be sure to 
Practice good “diver etiquette.” 

Consult the following list for the loca- 
tion of some of the Monterey Peninsula’s 
most popular dive spots: 

The Breakwater — A narrow, rubble 
beach located at the corner of Cannery 
Row and Foam Street in the city of Mon- 
terey. To the right of the beach is the 
prominent U.S. Coast Guard breakwater 
for which the beach is named. It’s well 
protected, and a favorite spot for basic

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classes and night divers, with easy ac- 
cess down a short flight of stairs. Pilings 
from an abandoned sardine cannery and 
small boulders lie along the shoreline. 
The inside edge of a large kelp bed (Ma- 
crocystis) almost touches shore. The bot- 
tom slopes gradually to about 60 feet,

So, “look but don’t touch.” Cove side is 
protected by a short breakwater and has 


a wide, sloping sandy beach. Ocean » 


side is rocky with stairs leading down to a 
boulder strewn beach. When diving the 
ocean side, head to the right (north) to 
find good diving at the end of the rocky 
point. Don’t dive the ocean side during 
large surf. Submerged rocks along the 
shoreline can be hazardous. Park along 
the street (two hour free parking) or in the 
small lot overlooking the west (ocean) 
cove. Restrooms are located near a 
pleasant grassy park with cypress trees 
and picnic tables. This is a popular tour- 
ist spot with a glassbottom boat taking 
tours during the summer. Also during the 
crowded summer months, no classes or 
organized dive groups are allowed in the 
cove. Single buddy teams may enter 
here but should keep to the right of the 
concrete beach marker. 

Otter Cove — Located about 5 blocks 
past Lover's Point on Ocean View Blvd. 
The U/W environment is similar to that 
found at Lover's Point but the area is less 
heavily dived. Large crabs, rays and 
schools of fish frequent the area. A sign 
with the divers flag marks the parking lot. 
Parking is free. 

Chase Reef — Lies north of Point 
Pinos at the western edge of Monterey 
Bay. Wide open to the prevailing north- 
westerly swell, it’s beautiful during calm 
periods but dangerous during rough 
weather. Because of the long swim (400 
to 500 yards to the inner reef), it's most 
often reached by boat. A scenic spot for 
U/W photography, it has lots of kelp, 
rocky canyons and small caves along 
with colorful encrusting organisms; 
crabs, rays and game fish. (Note: Spear- 
fishing is allowed in the Pacific Grove 
Marine Reserve if access is by boat. 
Speared fish or spearguns are not al- 
lowed across Pacific Grove beaches.) 
Park on the street near the corner of 
Coral and Ocean View. Main beach en- 
trance to the reef is at the foot of Coral St. 
For experienced divers. No facilities. 

17 Mile Drive — (The Pinnacles) — En- 
trances to 17 Mile Drive are located in 
Pacific Grove and Carmel. Entry fee is 
$4. The only beach access along the 
drive is at Stillwater Cove (part of the pri- 
vately owned Pebble Beach Country 
Club). With “connections” you can 
launch a small boat or diveboard here to 
reach the Pinnacles — a group of rocks 
reaching toward the ocean's surface 
west of Pescadero Point. Otherwise, the 
Navillus |, Monterey’s only dive charter 
boat, will take you there. (Call (408) 
446-2969 for trip information.) Visibility at 
the Pinnacles is often excellent and it’s a 
beautiful spot for U/W photography, 
sightseeing and spearfishing. 

Carmel Point — Two spots located 
here are known for their colorful names 
but can be quite treacherous. They 
should be dived only during optimal 
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ocean conditions. The first spot is lo- 
cated off the “Copper Roof House” at the 
south end of Carmel City Beach near 
Carmel Point. Access is via stairs at the 
corner of Martin St. and Scenic Drive. 
Park (free) on the street. Enter off the 
wide sandy beach and swim to the left to- 
ward the point. Scenery all along the 
rocks is quite colorful. Access to the 
second spot, near the “Butterfly House,” 
is down a Cliff at the corner of Scenic 
Drive and Stewart Way. The beach is 
small and parking is difficult. Surf and 
currents can be hazardous. 

Carmel River State Beach — A wide 
sandy beach located near the mouth of 
the Carmel River. This is another poten- 
tially hazardous spot. Dive only during 
calm conditions. Enter at the north end of 
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The Sonoma Coast: A peaceful moment at Horse- 
shoe Cove (above). Hiking across a grassy field at 





Salt Point (above right). And Stillwater Cove (right). 


the beach near the rocks and swim to- 
ward the point for the best diving. Awash 
rock covered with corynactis and other 
encrusting organisms is located just in- 
side the kelp bed. Halibut can be found 
in the sand with lingcod and sculpin in 
rocky areas. Sponges, anemones and 
other invertebrates color the rocks. Take 
Rio Road off Highway 1 to Santa Lucia. 
Turn left on Santa Lucia then left again on 
Carmello and proceed to the beach. 
There's a large parking lot (free) with rest- 
room facilities and telephone. There are 
two entry areas: 1) Walk from the parking 
lot to the right (toward the rocky point); 2) 
Use the staircase at the corner of Scenic 
and Ocean View. 

Monastery Beach — Located about 
four miles south of the Highway 68/High- 
way 1 junction. Park along Highway 1 on 
either side of the small ‘“San Jose Creek’”’ 
sign. During good weather, diving can 
be excellent with superb visibility and a 
variety of colorful marine life. Enter at the 
kelp beds located at the north and south 
ends of the beach; avoid the center of the 
beach. The south end is more protected. 
The head of a submarine canyon is lo- 
cated just beyond a large wash rock out-

side the northside kelp bed. Canyon 
walls are steep, with shifting sand, and 
drop rapidly to extreme depths. Use cau- 
tion and plan for depth and time. Save 
sufficient air for the trip back under the 
thick kelp. The beach is very steep, so 
entries and exits here can be very diffi- 
cult. Timing is critical. This spot can be 
extremely dangerous and it is for expe- 
rienced divers. It should be dived only 
during optimal ocean conditions. Rest- 
rooms and telephone are located at the 
south end of the beach. During the sum- 
mer, parking is limited so come early. Be 
sure to lock your car. Or, better yet, have 
someone watch it. Pilferers are a big 
problem here. 

Point Lobos State Park — Located 
one mile south of Monastery Beach on 





Highway 1. The park entrance opens at 
9:00 am. But, especially during the sum- 
mer, it's best to get here much earlier: 
Only 10 buddy teams are allowed in the 
park at one time. Be sure to have your C- 
card, $1.50 entry fee, and divers flag and 
float ready for the ranger. Follow the road 
to a small dirt parking lot at Whaler’s 
Cove. A concrete ramp leading into the 
water makes access easy. The best div- 
ing is outside the cove to the left. Small in- 
flatable boats or diveboards may be 
launched here for access to Bluefish 
Cove, located to the west of Whaler’s. 
The entire Point Lobos area is an ecologi- 
cal reserve and all marine life, rocks, 
shells, etc. are protected. The U/W scen- 
ery here is quite beautiful, visibility is 
generally good, and it’s a favorite spot for 
U/W photography. Seals, sea lions, sea 
otters, large fish and huge Metridium and 
Tealia anemones make this one of the 
peninsula's most exciting dives. 


SONOMA COAST . 

For Bay Area divers in the mood to ‘‘get 
away from it all,” the rugged Sonoma 
Coast is an excellent retreat, offering 
spectacular scenery both above and 
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below the water. Winding along the two 
lane Coast Highway from Fort Ross to 
Stewart's Point, you'll pass numerous 
fine dive spots, some well known and 
some known only to the veteran free div- 
ers who've spent years getting ac- 
quainted with this amazing stretch of 
Northern California coastline. 

Free diving is “in” along the North 
Coast because, except for a few pro- 
tected coves, access to most of the good 
game spots requires a healthy hike 
across expansive grassy fields and 
down the precipitous cliffs overlooking 
the Pacific. Lush marine life, plentiful ab- 
alone and game fish are all within free 
diving range. However, there are three 
spots which are easily accessible to tank 
divers and offer good diving. Timber 
Cove, Stillwater Cove, and Gerstle Cove 
(in Salt Point State Park) are generally 
protected from the prevailing ocean 
swells and provide an interesting envi- 
ronment for those who prefer to take pic- 
tures or sightsee at a leisurely pace, 

The majority of North Coast diving ac- 
tivity takes place from Fort Ross (12 miles 
north of Jenner) to the Harold Richardson 
Ranch (just south of Stewart’s Point). 
South of Fort Ross, from Jenner to Bode- 
ga Bay, beaches are wide open to the 
west and northwest, visibility is generally 
poor, surf and currents can be danger- 
ous and the area is neither suitable nor 
easily accessible for diving. North of 
Stewart's Point is Sea Ranch, a modern 
resort and residential community which 


‘allows beach access only to guests and 


local property owners. 

Along the 15 mile stretch of coastline 
from Fort Ross to Richardson's Ranch is 
some excellent diving. Many well-trav- 
eled, veteran divers believe there are few 
dive spots in the world that rival the 
beauty of the underwater flora and fauna 
found here. Brilliant multi-rayed sun- 
flower stars, nudibranchs of every color 
in the rainbow, daintily striped rock 
shrimp, brightly colored serpulids and 
encrusting sponges are found in abun- 
dance. The shy and retiring wolf eel may 
also contribute a bit of excitement to the 
diver lucky enough to spot one. 


And, since the Sonoma Coast is less 
heavily dived than the Monterey Penin- 
Sula, game is much more plentiful. One 
local diver claims he got his limit of red 


abalone in six minutes without getting his . 


head wet. Nine-inch red abs are still 
found in shallow water. And game fish, 
such as halibut, cabezon, lingcod and 
snapper, seem to grow larger in. these 
colder, rougher waters. 

Visibility along the Sonoma Coast is 
generally not as good as that in Monter- 
ey, averaging 10 to 15 feet. On a good 
day, It may reach 25 to 30 feet. However, 
there are also those rare days when the 
North Coast's 80 to 100 foot visibility puts 
more glamorous spots to shame. Aver- 
age water temperature is a nippy 44°F. 

If you're heading for the Sonoma 
Coast, it’s important to realize that you 
are at the mercy of the weather. You are 
also a long way from help should an 
emergency arise. So be sure to locate the 
nearest telephone and have an emer- 
gency plan before beginning your dive. If 
you've never dived the North Coast be- 
fore, it's a good idea to go with an “old 
timer’ or someone familiar with the area. 
When crossing pastures, watch out for 
livestock; divers have been chased by 
bulls. Also, dogs must be kept on 
leashes or in vehicles. If conditions are 
poor for diving (even after you've driven 
all that way!) use good judgement. Get 
out your wine and cheese and picnic on 
the cliffs. Enjoy storm surf from a safe dis- 
tance; diving will be better another day. 

To reach Sonoma Coast dive spots 
from San Francisco, take U:S. 101 north 
to the Russian River turnoff (Hwy 116) at 
Cotati, Head northwest through Sebasto- 
pol to Guerneville, then follow the. Rus- 
sian River Road (Hwy 116) west to Jen- 
ner and the coast. Follow the Coast High- 
way north to Fort Ross. For an alternate 
route, take Bodega Road out of Sebasto- 
pol to Bodega Bay, then follow the Coast 
Highway north to Jenner and Fort Ross. 

For a delightful weekend of camping 
and free diving or even blowing a few 
bubbles, the following is a sampling of 
some of the many dive sites available 
along the Sonoma Coast. 


Fort Ross State Park — The site of an 
early Russian settlement located 12 
miles north of Jenner. A good spot to 
bring the whole family. There is a small 
sandy beach and picnic area located 
south of the fort itself at Fort Ross Cove. 
Fishing is good and small boats or dive- 
boards may be launched on calm days. 
The northwest point shields the cove 
from the prevailing swell. But there is no 
protection from the southwest. For better 
visibility and more varied scenery, take 
the trail to the north cove, just down from 


‘the parking lot and enter off the rocks. 


You may drive to the beach to deposit 
dive gear but must park in the lot on the 
hill. Entrance fee is $1.50 per vehicle. 
(Note: The California Dept. of Parks and 
Recreation may close this area to divers. 
Call (707) 865-2391 for updates). 
Timber Cove — Located 2 miles north 
of Fort Ross on Hwy 1 just south of the 
Timber Cove Lodge. It has a private 
Campground with a well protected cove 
and the only air compressor along the 
Sonoma Coast ($2.65 per fill). Although 
the cove itself is fairly well ‘picked over,” 
there are extensive kelp beds to the north 
and south which are good for both abs 
and fish, Launch a small boat, inflatable 
or diveboard here and paddle to the 
neighboring coves. Entrance fee is $2 
per person (day use). This includes 
transportation for you and your gear 
down to the beach. Overnight camping is 
$6 for two people. Diveboards rent for 
$10 per day. Small boats start at $17.50. 
Stillwater Cove — Part of anew Sono- 
ma County Regional Park located 4 miles 
north of Fort Ross. The cove is well pro- 
tected with easy access and is a good 
spot for basic scuba classes. The U/W 
scenery iS quite beautiful and game is 
olentiful. Unioad your gear at the dive site 
and park across the highway or in the 
parking lot ($1.50/day). Walk down a 
short path to a sand/gravel beach. Beach 
faces south/southwest. This is a good 
spot to launch diveboards and paddle to 
the outside edge of the kelp bed. Best 


' game spots are outside to the left and 


right. Chemical toilets at beach.

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interest which can be illuminated inde- 
pendently in the picture. Dive the site 
during the day with your dive buddy. 
Locate a specific setup which you can 
find again at night (possibly marking it 
with a buoy or chemical light). Make 
some rough sketches so you have a 
definite goal in mind. 

Communications must be worked out 
in advance. Body English and eye con- 
tact are difficult to interpret at night — 
you can't rely on shrugs, smiles or dirty 
looks. Use a system of audible grunts, 
light shaking or flashing, or tapping 
noises. The photographer must be able 
to signal when the shutter is open, and 
the strobe flasher must be able to signal 
when the last flash has been made. 

The photographer must be able to hold 
the camera steady for exposure times up 


to 30 or 45 seconds. You might try 
bracing your elbows on rock or wreck- 
age, or even use a tripod or home-made 
unipod. Some camera movement won't 
make much difference, providing that the 
strobe is flashed at different subject 
areas. But if the flashes overlap, camera 
movement can cause blurred images. 
Because the pupils of your eyes open 
up in the dark, each flash of the strobe 
seems to produce a tremendous amount 
of light. And after two or three flashes, 
you may be convinced that everything in 
front of your lens has been illuminated. 
However, the lens is stopped down for 
your calculated strobe-to-subject 
distance, and isn't fooled by the light that 
is blinding to your eyes. For a subject 
area to be illuminated in your picture, 
strobe light must strike that area directly 


and reflect back to the camera lens. 
Light passing through midwater to the 
distant background may appear to be 
illuminating your picture area, but pro- 
vides little if any light for your exposure. 
If the strobe will be in the picture, the 
strobe flasher should keep it at an angle 
of about 45 degrees to the subject — 
from the photographer's viewpoint — to 
prevent strobe light from striking the lens 
directly and causing glare. Aiming the 
strobe, therefore, is tricky because the 
strobe flasher must think in terms of the 
ohotographer’s view rather than his own. 
However, if the strobe is hidden behind a 
diver or bottom formation, it may be 
aimed back toward the camera to 
increase the silhouette effect. The strobe 
flasher has the advantage of being able 
to close his eyes a fraction of a second 


A PRIMER FOR BEGINNING U/W NIGHT PHOTOGRAPHERS 


Your first problem will be vision — 


seeing subjects, camera settings, 


spiny sea urchins and sometimes 
even your dive buddy. But if you carry 
a dive light in your hand, how do you 
handle your camera and strobe? And 
when you are moving in on an U/W 
subject, how do you keep your knees 
off the urchins? To help solve these 
and other problems of U/W night pho- 
tography, we offer the following 


guidelines for beginners: 


PLANNING THE DIVE _ 
e KISS — Keep it Super Simple! 


Choose one type of U/W photography 
—— $uCh as close-up or extension tube 
work — and stay with that single pur- 


pose throughout the dive. Making 
changes in focused distance and 
aperture settings for different shots in- 
creases the probability of errors. 


® Preset focus and aperture, and (if 


possible) bracket exposures by 


changing the strobe-to-subject dis- 


tance rather than the aperture setting. 

® Small dive lights are often best. 
While a larger, more powerful light will 
light up the entire bottom for a skitter- 
ish, new night diver, it will often scare 
potential subjects away and impair 
your night vision. 


_@ Attach a small, narrow-beam light 
to your strobe with a strap, bracket or 
_ tape. Aim the strobe by aiming this 


light at the subject. This will also give 


you an idea of the effect of side or 


back lighting as you see light striking 
the subject. 

e A second, more powerful light can 
be attached to a camera housing to 
help aim the camera, and as an impor- 
tant aid for SLR focusing. 

e Dont have large dive lights and 
other gear dangling below you on 
cords, and avoid attaching cumber- 
some camera/strobe systems to your 
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body with neckstraps. Should a dive 
emergency occur, drop the camera 
system — no camera is worth your life! 
The light attached to the strobe (or 
housing) will act as a beacon so you 
can retrieve the camera later. 

e Always have lights to mark your 
exit point — the anchor line, boat or 
shore. lf you need a bearing for a 
shore exit, choose two obvious light 
sources on shore that you can align 
for a bearing, and which will not be 
turned off while you are in the water. 


THE SPOTTER AND 
PHOTOGRAPHER TECHNIQUE 

e The spotters job is to lead the 
photographer and find subjects. He or 
she can carry both a powerful wide- 
beam light, for surveying the general 
area, and a smaller narrow-beam light 
for illuminating and/or herding sub- 
jects. We recommend that the spotter 
concentrate on lighting and not carry 
acamera. | 

e The photographer follows the 
spotter’s lead and concentrates more 
on the mechanics of handling the 
camera gear. He can use the small 
light attached to his strobe and should 
avoid looking at bright lights. 

e When the spotter sees a subject 
which is the right size for the photog- 
raphers lens, he shifts from the wide- 
beam to the narrow-beam light. If the 
subject is stationary, or isn't afraid of 
light, the spotter shines the beam di- 
rectly at the subject and wiggles the 
beam to identify it to the photog- 
rapher. If the subject is afraid of light, 
the spotter can shine the light on him- 
self to get attention. 

e The spotter then uses his light to 
direct the photographer into a position 
—— an area free of sea urchins! When 
the photographer is in position, the 
spotter either illuminates the subject, 


or uses his light to herd the subject 
toward the camera. 


FINDING SUBJECTS | 

® Begin with stationary subjects 
that won't try to escape. Urchins with 
light spines, open coral polyps, 
sponges with brittle stars, and some 
sleeping fish are good subjects for 
beginners. 

e Octopus, lobster, eels, turtles, 
shrimp and crabs are also good sub- 
jects, but may require more savvy and 
luck, and more teamwork between the 
spotter and photographer. 





e A puffer fish can be gently 
Squeezed to make it puff up for a pic- 


ture. However, be sure you allow the 


fish to deflate so it can swim safely 
back to the coral. 

e Some U/W photographers mes- 
merize fish to hold them in position by 
shining bright lights into their eyes. 
We discourage this practice because 
we ve seen fish slam into urchins or 
coral when darting away from the 
light. We also wonder if sudden expo- 
sure to bright light at night could be 
fatal for some fish. If any reader can 
offer sound evidence to answer this 
question, we welcome your com- 
ments.

before he triggers his strobe, but the 
photographer usually just has to grin and 
bear it when the strobe light strikes 

his eyes. 

Backscatter from suspended particles 
can be a problem at night because you 
usually can't see how much stuff you're 
kicking up from the bottom. And with 
strobe exposures, light-colored particles 
will show up brightly against the black, 
midwater background. Therefore, the 
strobe flasher must move slowly into po- 
sition and with a minimum use of his fins. 


THE ROMAN COLUMNS 

We tried our first multiple exposure 
experiments at a site that we call the 
“Roman columns’ — a series of metal 
uprights at the wreck of the Ba/boa, in 
Georgetown Harbor, Grand Cayman. 
Our goal was a picture showing four 
images of Cathy, posing at four 
different columns. 

We began with a practice run in day- 
light. Jim determined where the camera 
should be positioned so the wide-angle 
lens would cover the entire scene with a 
minimum camera-to-subject distance, 
and found where he could steady the 
camera by bracing his elbows on a piece 
of wreckage. Cathy looked through the 
viewfinder to get the feel of the scene,

and then practiced posing at the 
different columns. We now had a plan! 

We lucked out during the night dive. 
The water was clear and since it was 
shallow, we could see each other under- 
water in the strong moonlight. Jim settled 
on the bottom and turned on the Super-Q 
light that was attached to his camera. By 
keeping this light aimed at the same spot 
on one of the columns, he could maintain 
correct aim once the scene had been 
composed in the viewfinder. 

Cathy positioned herself at the farthest 
column and waited until Jim wiggled the 
light — the signal that he would open the 
camera shutter at the count of three. And 
at the count of five, Cathy aimed her 
strobe at herself, shut her eyes to avoid 
the harsh glare, and triggered her strobe 
with an empty Nikonos. Then, as Jim held 
the camera steady with the shutter open, 
she moved to each successive column, 
posed and flashed her strobe. After a few 
additional flashes to accent the fore- 
ground and wreckage, Jim allowed the 
shutter of his Nikonos to close again. 

This procedure was repeated three 
times — at apertures of f8, f11 and f16 — 
to provide three frames with bracketed 
multiple exposures. Our end result was 
one reasonably exposed slide that 
showed four sharp, distinct images of

Cathy inthe picture. The spot of light from 
the aiming light had been erased by the 
more powerful light of the strobe. 


THE HAUNTED HOUSE 

Our second multiple exposure setup 
was at the boiler room of the Ba/boa —a 
box-like structure with openings resem- 
bling doorways and windows. We had 
taken a wide-angle sunlight shot of the 
boiler room the week before, and wanted 
to dissolve this sunlight shot into a 
spooky night shot in a two-projector slide 
show. We wanted a haunted house ef- 
fect, and Cathy would use several strobe 
flashes to illuminate areas both inside 
and outside of the boiler room. Jim 
studied the sunlight shot so he could 
position his camera at approximately the 
same position for the night shot. 

Jim decided not to use the Q-lite to aim 
the camera because the moonlit bulk of 
the boiler loomed clearly in his Nikonos 
15mm viewfinder. He set the shutter 
speed to B, and his Mark 150 strobe to 50 
watt-seconds. When he squeezed the 
shutter release lever, his strobe 
flashed once to provide a soft touch of fill 
light to the exterior of the boiler room. He 
then held the shutter open for the 45 to 60 
seconds that it took Cathy to complete 
the multiple exposures. After seeing the 
single flash from Jim's strobe, she began 
flashing her strobe on the roof and upper 
edge, and then moved inside and 
flashed her strobe at the ceiling, walls 
and floor to illuminate the inside of the 
boiler room. She finished by flashing the 
strobe out an open window, with a down- 
ward angle so the light would hit the sand 
bottom outside. Because Jim wasn't 
using a tripod or other support, Cathy 
was careful not to overlap flashes which 
would show the camera movement. 

Our last shot was to show Cathy enter- 
ing the boiler room. She posed in the 
doorway as if she were entering and 
aimed her strobe back toward her body 
from inside the doorway. Again, with the 
shutter set for B, and the Mark 150 set for 
50 watt-seconds, Jim squeezed his 
Nikonos shutter release — the Mark 150 
provided fill lighting on Cathy’s back and 
the side of the boiler room. And when 
Cathy detected the flash from Jim’s 
strobe, she triggered her strobe to sil- 
houette herself in the doorway. Jim 
released the shutter advance, to close 
the shutter again, as soon as Cathy’s 
strobe flashed. Had Cathy’s strobe been 
equipped with a slave sensor, the 
exposure could have been made at 1/60 
second. However, we were able to get an 
acceptable picture with the multiple 
exposure technique. 


CONCLUSION 

We hope that our experiments with 
multiple exposures have given you some 
ideas for experiments of your own. This 
isn't an area where anybody can say that 
they have the last word about composi- 
tion or technique. Rather, it is another 
creative challenge for photographers. >a

Ocean Cove — Located one-tenth of a 
mile north of Stillwater Cove. Pay ‘“tres- 
pass fee’ at small Ocean Cove grocery 
store: $1.50 per person; $3 per car. 
Posted sign warns: “Pay on entry or pay 
double when leaving!” Enter through 
gate in wood fence and drive down 
bumpy dirt road. Park at edge of cliff, suit 
up at car, and walk down dirt path to peb- 
bly beach. The west-facing cove is open 
to powerful ocean swells. Use caution. 
Chemical toilets near store. 

Salt Point State Park — Located 
seven miles north of Fort Ross, this is the 
most heavily dived area along the Sono- 
ma Coast. Divers may camp here for the 
weekend and dive the numerous coves 
within the park or use this as head- 
quarters for diving other spots along the 
coast. Gerstle Cove, the main dive area, 
is the most protected cove within the 
park and probably the most protected 
along the entire North Coast. It's an ex- 
cellent spot for basic classes and first- 
time visitors to the North Coast. The entry 
is easy, the marine life interesting, and

the park rangers hospitable to divers. 
Gerstle Cove is also a Marine Life Pre- 
serve and all animals and plants are pro- 
tected. Park and suit up on the hill over- 
looking the cove. Walk down the dirt road 
to a small, boulder strewn beach. If you 
want to take game, launch a small boat or 
diveboard here and paddle out to areas 
beyond the preserve. (Note: Outside the 
cove are large boulders and submerged 
rocks which are dangerous in large surf.) 
Entrance fee $1.50 (day use); overnight 
camping, $2. Campsites are somewhat 
primitive (chemical toilets, no showers). 

Stump Beach — Another part of Salt 
Point State Park, located about one mile 
north of the Salt Point entrance on Hwy 
1. There is ample parking with a pleasant 
picnic area situated among the trees. Be- 
cause of the long walk down to the wide 
sandy beach, many divers prefer to free 
dive rather than hauling their tanks. Visi- 
bility within the cove is generally not too 
good. Diving is better at the kelp beds to 
the north and south of the cove.

The name of the new resort is Gin- 
nie Springs, Inc. It is located on State 
Road 236, seven miles from the town of 
High Springs which is on Highway 
441 north of Gainesville. Although the 
chief attraction is Ginnie Spring (formerly 
known as Jenny Spring), the resort is by 
no means limited to a single spring pool 
and cavern. Ginnie Springs, Inc. consists 
of 400 undeveloped acres bordering a 
two-mile stretch of the Santa Fe River. It 
includes six separate springs: Ginnie, 
Devil's Eye, July, Dogwood, Twin and 
Deer. Ginnie is the largest and has long 
been popular with Florida divers. Devil’s 
Eye is one of the most spectacular. The 
other four are spring pools, excellent for 
snorkeling, and each has its own unique 
characteristics. 

The 400 acres also include a pristine 
forest of cypress, pine and wild pecan 
trees along with other wilderness areas 


which Bob Wray says he is determined to — 


preserve. He says he is not developing 
the area in the usual sense, but is letting 
the land and water tell him’ what to do. 
“Everything | build here will be out of 
sight of the river, on higher ground,” 
Wray said. “The geologic formations in 
Ginnie Spring are 1,500,000 years old 
and no one is going to screw it up as long 
as | own tt.” 

He does not spray with pesticides for 
mosquitoes. Wray says that tiny fish and 
purple martins eat about 2000 mosqui- 
toes a day and insecticides wipe out 
beneficial wildlife along with the pests. 
“We think nature's system of regulating 
these things is the way to go,’ Wray says. 
For this reason experts are consulted 
before construction is undertaken on any 
facility. This includes divers and dive or- 
ganizations as well as environmentalists, 
biologists, geologists, hydrologists and 
engineers. | 

Evidence of Wray’s environmental 
awareness can be seen in facilities al- 
ready available. There are 55 campsites 
with hookups for electricity and waier, 
but they are nestled among the trees of 
the forest and hidden from view. Two 
tiled bathhouses are equipped with hot 
water and changing rooms. A full service 
dive shop, managed by experienced 
cave diver, Joe Hall, is combined with a 
general store and the main office. All of 
these, including the bathhouses, are 
situated far enough from the river or 
springs to assure that the water will re- 
main clear and unpolluted. The only wa- 
terfront activities permitted (in addition to 
diving, swimming, fishing and canoeing) 
are picnicking and wilderness camping 
along the river bank. 

The heart of the Ginnie Springs opera- 
tion and the secret of its success, 
however, is the uniqueness of services 
provided through the dive shop. Other 
spring-oriented campgrounds are avail- 


able in Florida, both in state parks and 


privately owned resorts, and a few of 
these permit scuba diving. But Ginnie is 
the first to provide cave diving gear for 
sale or rental — and the first, other than 
Blue Grotto, to offer cave and cavern div- 
ing instruction along with professionally 
guided tours into adjacent caves. The re- 
sort also offers a ‘cave orientation” 
course similar to the introductory courses 
in scuba diving offered by many ocean 
resorts. Thus, visitors to Ginnie Springs 
can enjoy a Cave diving experience with- 
out risking their lives in the process. 





The Ginnie Springs resort is located north of 


Gainesville, seven miles from the town of High 
Springs. The resort actually contains six springs. 


The value of these services have 
proven themselves in practice. No diver 
drownings have occurred in either Ginnie 
or Devil’s Eye since the resort has been in 
operation. 

Ginnie Spring is an exciting and beau- 
tiful underground dive experience. 
Well-built cypress decks and walks pro- 
vide easy access to the large spring pool 
which sits in a clearing Surrounded by a 
forest of gnarled cypress trees. The 
water is so clear that details on the white 
sand and rock bottom stand out 
sharply. Submerged clumps of dark- 
green eelgrass form a pleasing contrast 
to the blue water and white bottom. The 
entrance to the cavern is marked by the 
darker blue of deeper water where the 
limestone shelf drops quickly to a depth 
of around 20 feet. 


The floor of the cavern is coarse white 
sand that settles rapidly after being dis- 
turbed. The walls and ceiling are much 
like that of a rocky breakwater or jetty. A 
permanent lifeline has been installed for 
convenience and safety. You can follow 
the lifeline as it slopes gently downward 
through odd-shaped rooms and caverns 
until you reach the Cathedral, a huge 
room 78 feet long, 72 feet wide, and 38 
feet high. At this point you are 114 feet 
from the cave entrance in 60 feet of wa- 
ter, and this is as far as youcan go. There 
is an iron grate blocking the entrance to 
the two small, silt-laden tunnels that lead 
on into deeper penetrations. The grate 
was installed to prevent any more divers 
from succumbing to the lure of the tun- 
nels — in which 18 divers have died. 

It should be pointed out that National 
Association for Cave Diving (NACD) 
Safety rules are strictly enforced. C- 
cards are required before scuba tanks 
will be filled or before scuba equipment 
can be used in Ginnie. Tanks must have 
an up-to-date interior inspection. BC’s 
and octopus rigs are mandatory and can 
be rented on the spot. Lifelines are not re- 
quired in Ginnie because a permanent 
line is already in place. Underwater 
lights are optional because Ginnie is 
classed as a cavern and lights are not 
mandatory but can be rented if desired. 
Single tanks are permitted due to Gin- 
nie’s limited penetration depths, but the 
resort's 5000 psi compressor can easily 
handle the larger capacity, double tank 
setups popular with veteran cave divers. 
Other specialized cave diving gear can 
also be rented by certified cave divers, or 
by students in cave diving classes. 

It should also be pointed out that, al- 
though Ginnie Springs’ owner encour- 
ages safe cave diving practices in 
Devil's Eye and tries to limit deep pene- 
trations to competent, certified cave 
divers, Wray has no legal control over 
these waters: They are in a “navigable” 
portion of the Santa Fe River and are 
under federal jurisdiction. What Ginnie 
operators can do, however, is force 
rebels and non-conformists to enter and 
leave without ever setting foot on the pri- 
vately owned land of Ginnie Springs, Inc. 
Another factor which encourages safe 
diving practices in Devil's Eye is the in- 
fluence of experienced cave divers and 
guests who utilize the resort's facilities. 
Professional cave diving instructors of 
the NACD and the National Speleologi- 
cal Society (NSS) conduct classes at 
Ginnie and Devils Eye and only fools 
would ignore their friendly advice. 

Devil's Eye also provides an outstand- 
ing cavern dive for those who are not 
certified as cave divers. The entrance is 
at the bottom of a cylindrical shaft that 
drops vertically to a depth of 20 feet. The 
cave opening is small (only 3 feet high 
and 18 inches wide) but it permits en- 
trance into a wildly beautiful jumble of 
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The land surrounding Ginnie Springs 
consists of 400 acres of pristine forest 
which owner Bob Wray is determined to 
preserve. The resort provides cave 
diving gear for sale or rent and offers 
cave and cavern diving instruction 
roses with professionally guided tours 
to adjacent caves. Well into the cave in 
60 feet of water is an iron grate blockin 
the entrance to two small tunnels. NAC 
(National Association for Cave Diving) 
safety rules are strictly enforced so that 
visitors can enjoy the crystal clear water 
and interesting cave formations without 
risking their lives. 


broken and fragmented limestone rocks 
that leads into a dark room called the 
Devil’s Dungeon. Most of the rocks have 
a dark coating, probably from minerals 
in the water, so it is a good idea to take 
along underwater lights. It is also a good 


idea for first-timers to visit Devil's Eye in- 


the company of an experienced buddy. 
The temptation to explore “just a little bit 
farther’ is very great. 

Ginnie’s underwater attractions are not 
limited to cave and cavern diving. Snor- 
keling in the clear water of spring pools 
and along their spring-fed streams will 
take you through clusters of lily pads and 
through gorgeously colored freshwater 
vegetation that many consider as beauti- 
ful as a coral reef. Even the Santa Fe 
River, which is normally tinted dark 
brown or purple from the tannic acid run- 
off water, is clear during periods of low 
water and its teeming aquatic life is re- 
vealed. You can float above a maze of 
sunken logs and other debris around 
which turtles, garfish and schools of 
mullet, bream, and bass tend to congre- 
gate. Schools of fish also inhabit the 
spring runs and can be flushed out of 
hiding places among lily pads and eel- 
grass beds. 

The. Santa Fe River is also a popular 
hunting ground for fossils of prehistoric 
animals such as mastodons, mammoths 
and giant sloths; and for Indian artifacts 
such as arrowheads, spearheads and 
pottery, and relics of the Civil War. These 
are usually hidden in mudfilled holes and 
crevices on the bottom and must be un- 
covered by fanning away the soft silt. 
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The appeal of Ginnie Springs is not 
confined to divers. In addition to swim- 
ming and fishing, there are other activi- 
ties which an entire family can enjoy. 
Canoes can be rented for extended river 
exploration and wilderness camping is 
permitted along the bank. Picnic tables 
and shelters are strategically located in 
scenic spots. A volleyball court and pool 
table are already installed. 

Dogwood Spring has been developed 
into a campsite and this area has been 
set aside for skinny dippers. Wray said 
he had a problem with skinny dippers 
“iumping into the water any old place 
with families around’ and Dogwood has 
solved this problem by giving them their 
own spring pool in which to engage in 
their specialty. “They don't use it much 
though,’ Wray says, “| guess making it 
legal took the fun out of it.” 

Ginnie Springs is also an ideal location 
from which to visit other popular rivers 
and springs. It is in the heart of North 
Florida cave diving country with national- 
ly recognized attractions within easy 
driving distance. Among these are: the 
Suwannee River and Suwannee Spring, 
Peacock Spring, Troy Spring, Ichetuc- 
knee River and Springs, Little River 
Spring, Blue Grotto, and Crystal River 
and Crystal River Spring. Many exper- 
ienced cave divers utilize Ginnie as their 
headquarters from which they travel to 
dive other spring-caves in the area. 

The Ginnie Springs resort idea is 
already attracting national and interna- 
tional attention. Wray claims he has had 
visitors from every state in the United 





States and from a number of foreign 
countries such as Canada, Germany, 
and even Japan. He said divers have 
arrived in chartered Greyhound buses 
and in caravans with as many as 30 cars 
in a Single group. Even such large num- 
bers do not present a problem with con- 
gestion in the springs, according to 
Wray. He claims the individual groups 
work out the timing of their dives among 
themselves. They take turns with one 
group doing something else while divers 
are inside a Cave or Cavern. 

Wray has big plans for the future. 
These include a lodge, cabins, a restaur- 
ant which will serve “Ginnie-grown” veg- 
etables, beef, pork, and chickens; and 
perhaps even a private airstrip for ‘fly-in’ 
divers. Wray envisions diving growing in 
much the same manner as snow skiing 
and he says dive resorts must offer the 
same type of complete services. 

But these things will not happen over- 
night. Wray intends to progress very 
slowly, feeling his way as he goes, and 
complete development may take as long 
as ten years. “Before any of these things 
happen,’ says Wray, who has built some 
of the largest housing developments in 
the St. Petersburg area, “the environ- 
mental consequences must be carefully 
weighed. I’ve built developments before 
where we told the land what to do,” he 
said. “Now we let the land tell us.” 

Wray also made it clear that divers and 
diving are the key to Ginnie Springs’ suc- 
cess and that future plans will be shaped 
to accommodate the desires and sug- 
gestions of his customers. =s»

Stuart Harris of Provo, Utah, wrote 
about a shell he had collected while div- 
ing off Baja California near Ensenada. 
“At a depth of about 30 feet feet | dis- 
covered a small shell that seemed to 
glow. It was brilliantly colored with purple 
and gold and stood out spectacularly 
from its gray surroundings. Can you 
identify this beautiful shell for me? A 
photo is enclosed.” 

The shell in Stuart’s photograph is Ca/- 
liostoma annulatum (Lightfoot, 1786), 
one of the truly beautiful species of this 





family of shells. Its geographic range is 
from Forrester Island, Alaska, south to 
about San Geronimo Island, Baja Califor- 
nia, Mexico. The shell Harris collected is 
about one-half by one-half inch high. In 
the northern part of its range, this species 
reaches a length and width of about one 
and one-quarter inches. From California 
to the southern limit of their range, it is 
smaller: generally one-half to three-quar- 
ters of an inch. 

The name Calliostoma means “‘beauti- 
ful mouth” and refers to the shell’s bright, 


nacreous aperture, usually a brilliant |

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green in color. The base color has been 
described as golden-yellow by one writer 
and as appearing to be pure shiny gold 
by another. The shell has a bright mauve 
band at the periphery, and is also char- 
acterized by having numerous spiral 
rows of tiny, distinct beads. A living 
specimen of this shell does appear to 
glow and with its bright golden color and 
royal purple trim is a breathtaking sight. 

| have collected this shell off California 
in the Palos Verdes area and off Catalina 
and found the habitat to be the leaves of 
the giant kelp. In this area the shell is 
usually about one inch high. Farther 
south, in the area in which Harris col- 
lected his shell, it is usually found on the 
bottom of rocks or browsing on the pur- 
ple coral A/lopora porphyra. 


A NON-MOLLUSK “SHELL”. 

Bob Nixon, Wilmington, N.C., recently 
wrote stating, “| have found some un- 
usual sand dollars. They are covered 
with a thin layer of what appears to be 
sandstone. They are very hard and the 
edges look worn. The Fort Myers Re- 
sources Center near here has a sample 
of similar stones on display. It's labeled 
as being 70,000 years old. How long 
does a sand dollar normally live? What 
would these shells be worth to a collector?” 

First, the ‘shell’ of a sand dollar is not 
that of a mollusk. Instead it is more prop- 
erly termed a test (from the Latin testa) 
and is the external skeleton of an echino- 
derm. Echnioderms in several forms 
have been in existence since late Pre- 
Cambrian period, more than 600 million 
years ago. 

From your description of the fossilized 
specimen you found, and the sample 
material you submitted, | suspect it be- 
longs to a class of echinoderms called 
Echinoidea. Two families of echinoids, 
both shaped like sand dollars, might fit 
your description. One is the Clypeus that 
existed in the Jurassic period from 190 to 
136 million years ago. The other is Mi- 
craster,. from the Cretaceous period to 
Miocene epoch (136 to perhaps as re- 
cent as 3 million years ago). 

In geology, times of the eras, periods, 
and epochs are measured in millions of 
years, with the estimated age of the earth 
being somewhere around 4.6 billion 
years. About seven-eighths of this 4.6 bil- 
lion years, or just over 4 billion years, was 
Precambrian. If your sand dollar is, in 
fact, only 70,000 years old, a very recent 
age in geological history, it is probably 
not one of the life forms mentioned pre- 
viously. | Suspect though that the speci- 
men is a very old fossil with a more recent 
sandstone coating dating back to 
70,000 years or so. | am not familiar with 
the geological history of North Carolina

but | believe even the coastal regions are 
much older than 70,000 years. There are 
outcrops of Precambrian rocks in the 
eastern part of the state that are more 
than one billion years old. 

The life of a sand dollar is quite short, 
probably no longer than a few months. 
When the animal dies the test, or shell, 
may become filled and coated with var- 
ious types of material and, after a very 
long period, become fossilized. It may 
remain in this state for millions of years, 
slowly becoming coated with additional 
layers of material. 

There are collectors who specialize in 
fossils of all kinds.'| do not Know who 
might be interested in obtaining a speci- 
men of your sand dollar fossil nor what it 
might be worth to a collector. If readers 
are interested in specimens such as de- 
scribed above, send me your name and 
address and | will forward them to this 
fossil collector. 


THE GLORY OF INDIA CONE 

From Fairfax, California, Jim Conroy 
wrote, “| understand the Glory of India 
cone shell is very rare. In all the books 
I've read | can’t find much information on 
it. Could you please tell me how rare it is 
and how many have been found?” 





The Glory of India cone shell has the 
unwieldy scientific name Conus milneea- 


wardsi/, Jousseaume, 1894. It is one of 
perhaps a dozen legendary shells and 
one of an even smaller number of “lost” 
shells. Until a few years ago it was one of 
the ten rarest shells in the world and has 
a fascinating history. 

Conus milneedwardsii first showed up 
(but not by that name) in 1749 when a 
shell dealer in France advertised Lot 40 
of his sale catalog as, “Une coquille 
d’une extreme rarite’ — a shell of ex- 
treme rarity. This shell was purchased by 
Madame la Presidente de Bandeville. 
Later, in 1780, she allowed the unique 
specimen to be sketched and described 
by J. G. de Favanne to illustrate the cone 
shell being called “le drap d’or pyra- 
midal’” — the pyramidal drop of gold 
shell. The drawing and description were 
published in d’Argenville’s Conchyliogie

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in 1780. This distinct and very beautiful 
shell created a sensation. And then it ap- 
parently became “lost.” 

For the next 150 years, until September 
14, 1899, the Glory of India cone shell 
was unheard of (almost). On that date a 
Captain F. W. Townsend of the Indian 
governmént steamer Patrick Stewart was 
engaged in recovering and repairing a 
submarine telegraph cable, reportedly 
about 125 miles west-southwest of Bom- 
bay, India. He had hoisted some ten 
miles of cable on board when, as he re- 
ported in a letter to two shell collecting 
friends, ‘We recovered, | think, about ten 
miles of the cable and an enormous 
quantity of shells came up with it. They 
were all dead, but several were in very 
good state of preservation. They were for 
the most part cones, and came up quite 
imbedded in the outer covering of the 
cable. This cable, | may state, had been 
untouched for nearly 30 years. It lay ata 
depth of, say, 45 fathoms.” 

Captain Townsend saved many of the 
shells for friends. Two specimens of a 
cone shell he sent to J. C. Melvill and R. 
Standen were later described by them 
and called Conus clytospira. The largest 
of these two shells measured 119mm x 
37mm. In his letter Captain Townsend 
added, ‘When the old cable was being 
hove in many things dropped off, unfor- 
tunately, after leaving the water and be- 
fore they could be shipped on board, 
and many more were knocked off by the 
cheeks of the bow-sheaves; and | saw a 
most lovely specimen of this cone unfor- 
tunately so knocked off, | think about two 
inches longer than the best of the couple 
| secured.” This would make the largest 
cone shell that fell back into the sea 
about seven inches long, a world record. 

Melvill and Standen stated, in their de- 
scription of the shell, that finding these 
was one of the most important discover- 
ies of the kind in the 19th century. For 
many years the Glory of India cone was 
known by the name given it by Melvill and 
Standen. But they hadn’t done their 
homework very well. It was later revealed 
that Jousseaume, in 1894, had de- 
scribed this cone shell from two small 
specimens, the second and third ever 
collected, that were located in the mu- 
seum at Aden. They had named the shell 
Conus milneedwardsi/. This name pre- 
dated that of Melvill and Standen by at 
least five years and therefore takes pre- 
cedence. In spite of this the shell has 
been popularly, but incorrectly, Known as 
C. clytospira for over 70 years, even as 
late as 1965 in some collections. 

From 1899 until 1930 no additional 
specimens were collected. In the 1930's 
a Major L. F. Regnard collected a large 
specimen at Tombeau Bay,.Mauritius. In

MBINATIONS 





1965 several were trawled by the fishing 
vessel Gambas between Mocambique 
and Beira, Mozambique, on the western 
coast of Africa. In 1972, two beachcomb- 
ing collectors found four specimens near 
a town called Inhambane about 240 
miles south of Beira. 

In all available records | can account 
for 54 specimens of C. milneedwardsii, 
most of which were collected since 1965. 
My guess is that there are about twice 
that number of specimens in existence. 
The largest specimen collected that | 
know of measures 162.5mm (almost 6% 
inches). Live collected, large, well 
colored and well marked specimens will 
probably sell for around $1000 each. 
Dead, chipped, small, beach collected 
shells, no more than $100 to $200 each. 

Apparently the range of this rare shell 
is from the coast of India near Bombay 
across the Arabian Sea, through the Sey- 
chelles and Mauritius, and along the 
coast of Mozambique but particularly in 
the Mozambique channel between Ma- 
dagascar and Mozambique. Depth 
range appears to be 250 to about 1000 
feet. Habitat is the same as preferred by 
the deep water shrimp: sandy silt with oc- 
casional areas of small rubble. It is inter- 
esting to note, however, that the only 
specimens of C. milneedwardsii col- 
lected near India were the two reportedly 
brought up on the trans-ocean cable. 

Other cone shells, some much more 
rare and even more beautiful than C. mil- 
needwardsii, include C. exe/sus G. B. 
Sowerby Ill, 1908, described from a 
unique (one of a kind) specimen; C. ser- 
vus, Lamarck, 1822, a shell that some- 
what resembles a pale colored C. bulla- 
tus; C. thomae, Gmelin, 1791, first known 
in 1719 but not described for over 70 
years; and C. dusavelli, H. Adams, 1872, 
described from a specimen found in the 
stomach of a fish.

APERFECT JOB? tt

he ad read: “Wanted — Instructor for dive operation on 

& sleepy tropical island. Duties include instruction, boat 
dives, equipment repair, etc. Reply to: |. Divealot, Paradise 
Dive Shop, The Remote Islands.” _ 

__ How many times have you thought, ‘Now that sounds like 
the perfect job: just the kind of job I would like to have.” 
Would you really like to be a resort instructor? Let’s take a 
Closer look at that “position in paradise.’ 

First of all, you have to have a full instructor's rating. That 
will be the first question your prospective employer asks. 
However, the days of the “instructor only’’ job situation are 
in the past. Resort employers want a multi-talented 
instructor who will not only teach scuba but also provide 


safe, enjoyable guided tours, drive boats, repair equipment, 


and trouble shoot mechanical problems. In short, the more 
you can do, the better your chances of being hired. 
_ Further, some resort diving operations offer sailing and 


sport fishing in addition to diving. The instructor who knows 
how to sail or fish has a definite advantage. 


__ Ifthe job you are after is under a United States jurisdiction 
(Virgin Islands, Hawaiian Islands, Florida, etc.), you will 
want to obtain a U.S. Coast Guard captain's license so that 
you can work into driving the dive boat. In U.S. waters, it is 
illegal to operate any kind of charter boat without first 
obtaining this license. Your nearest U.S. Coast Guard office 


can furnish you with the details on obtaining this license. 


As with many jobs, the most difficult requirement for the 
aspiring instructor to fulfill is that of experience. Alarge _ 
number of instructors working at resorts had experience as 
professional instructors before taking a resort job. An 
excellent way to acquire teaching experience and learn 
regulator repair, underwater photography, compressor 
maintenance — things considered ‘‘instructor basics,’’ is to 
attend an instructor college. 

Let’s now assume that you have been offered a diving job 


In sunny paradise. You will want to ask a few questions of 


your prospective employer before rushing off to buy your 
airline ticket. These should include: 

1) How much will I make in dollars and cents? Do not 
accept, ‘We will work it out when you get here.” 

2) What kind of dollars are they? I once accepted a diving 
job in the Caribbean and upon arrival found that my salary 
was in Eastern Caribbean (E.C.) currency which, at the time, 
came out to about one-half the amount in U.S. dollars. 

3) How much tax comes out of your salary? 

4) Employment with operations in foreign countries 
normally requires a work permit. Who pays for it? Work 
permits can cost hundreds of dollars. Incidentally, 
exercise care in dealing with the work permit situation. 
Shortly after we were married, my wife and I accepted the

5) Since an instructor's duties can vary quiteabitfromjob _——w 
to job, ask what you will be doing. As an instructor, you will _ 
naturally spend part of your time teaching. Inthe resort _——=w 
setting your teaching duties will probably encompass every- _—» 
thing from the half-day beginning or introductory scuba 
course to full certification courses and specialty coursessuch __—sET 
as photography, deep diving, etc. | 

6) Most resort instructors eventually work their way into 
guiding scuba tours. This part of resort diving is seen by 
vacationing divers as the perfect job. You actually get paid to 
dive to your heart’s content. If you are interested in doing 
this, be sure to indicate it to your prospective boss. 

7) You will probably be expected to help maintain dive | 
equipment, do basic work on the compressor, and do at least 
preventive maintenance on the dive boat and company 
vehicle. Mechanical ability is a decided asset in the resort

setting, and in some places is manda- 
tory because mechanics simply do 
not exist. Occasionally a large opera- 
tion will hire an instructor based on 
mechanical rather than instructional 
experience. If mechanics is your thing 
this might be an excellent way to 
obtain employment with a resort 
operation. 


When you finally arrive at that little 
dive shop in the sun after traveling 
for what seems an eternity, the ques- 
tion, ‘“‘Where do I stay?’’ suddenly 
pops up. Most employers will put you 
up for a short time while you get 
organized and find a place to live. 
During the busy season (winter/ 
spring), housing generally increases in 
price and becomes as scarce as a bikini 
in the shade. A good plan is to arrive in 
the summer or early fall, when the 
housing situation is on a more even 
keel. It is difficult to quote rental rates 
for the tropics but in Hawaii or the Vir- 
gin Islands, which have similar costs of 
living, one can expect to pay $150- 
$300/month during the slow season for 
an apartment and more for a house. 


The exceptions to the housing situ- 
ation are hotels and the larger charter 
boat operations. Many (not all) hotels 
offer both room and board with the 
instructor position and, if you are the 
divemaster on a large charter boat, 
the captain will probably insist that 
you live aboard. 

Wages for beginning instructors in 
a resort setting vary and are either a 
fixed salary or a percentage salary 
with a guaranteed base. The base gets 
you through the slow times while the 
percentage makes extra work worth- 
while during the busy season. 


A final consideration for an in- 
structor contemplating a resort diving 
job is the question, “Is life in the 
tropics really for me?’ Developing a 
taste for the sometimes frustrating 
flavor of tropical living can be diffi- 
cult. Many people find that they miss 
the seasonal changes because life in 
the tropics can be very much like an 
endless summer. Furthermore, it is 
not easy to ‘‘get away from it all’ 
when you want to take a break from 
work, especially if you are working on 
a boat or small island. 


However, if you still like the idea of 
living in the sun and getting paid to 
go diving every day then don’t walk, 
run to the next plane to paradise. 
Being a resort instructor might be the 
best job you ever had! >=»

MEXICO’S WEST COAST 
By OWEN LEE ° 


Di in Mexico! The mere men- 
tion conjures up pictures of 
Cozumel and Isla Mujeres in the cry- 
stalline waters of the Mexican Carib- 
bean. But there are two sides to the 
diving story in Mexico because it is 
blessed with two splendidly different 
coastlines. And each one represents a 
new world and a new challenge to the 
underwater explorer. 

Personally, I must confess a certain 
prejudice for diving on the Pacific 
coast of Mexico. Several years ago, 
after spending four weeks at sea, 
sailing leisurely along the craggy 
Mexican coastline, I discovered the 
beautiful bay of Zihuatanejo, about 
120 miles north of Acapulco. Tucked 
neatly into a deep cove is the town of 
Zihuatanejo — a sleepy fishing vil- 
lage whose fishermen still venture far 
out to sea in dugout canoes to bring 
home the succulent seafood for which 
the town has long been famous. I be- 
came acquainted with the best dive 
spots in the area: Los Morros, six bald- 
headed mountains 10 miles offshore; 
El Llunque, offshore reefs of stone 
whose shallow, gnarled underwater 
topography and mysterious caves 
make it a favorite among diving tour- 
ists; La Solitaria, another underwater 
mountaintop whose bald pate pokes 
above the surface and whose sur- 
roundings literally teem with fish; 
and El Tigre, another seamount and 
the home of huge mantas, grouper 
and pargos. 

It was on one of these dives that I 
met Ramon Bravo, a writer and film- 
maker who is Mexico’s most articulate 
statesman for marine conservation. 

In 1969, Ramon and I acquired the 
rights to a beautiful peninsula at the 
seaward end of Las Gatas Beach. A 
year later we built a complex of six 
South Sea island style bungalows and 
formed the Las Gatas Beach Club. All 
but surrounded by the sea, it was an 
ideal spot to steep oneself in the ocean 
environment, to return to the source 
and substance of our existence. Teach- 
ers began to bring their classes to Las 
Gatas for ocean-oriented field trips, 
and in 1975 we offered the first sum- 
mer session of Camp de Mar — Camp 
of the Sea — a place where students 
could have the opportunity to exper- 
ience a new ethic regarding the inter- 
relationship between life in the sea and 
life on Earth. 

The reef-protected lagoon at Las 
Gatas Beach proved to be an ideal spot 
for student diver training. Coupled 
with lectures on ocean ecology and 





biology, the diving took on new mean- 
ing, the students new enthusiasm. 

Today Zihuatanejo has pink cobble- 
stoned streets and four-story build- 
ings. A new paved road now encircles 
about half the bay, it is only a ten- 
minute ride by taxi boat from the vil- 
lage pier to Las Gatas Beach Club. 

Ten thatch-roofed restaurants and 
three dive shops have made Las Gatas 
Beach a popular daytime excursion for 
visiting divers and diners from nearby 
Ixtapa. But the taxi boats stop running 
at night and by sunset the entire beach 
reverts to its 16 permanent residents 
and the few guests in Las Gatas Beach 
Club bungalows. 

Camp de Mar is now entering its 
fourth consecutive year of operation. 
The program will run from July Ist 
until August 15th. Enrollment is limit- 
ed to 30 students, 15 years of age or 
older, who speak Spanish or English, 
are in good health, and can swim 200 
yards without aids. 

Tuition is $200 per week per stu- 
dent. This includes room, board, lec- 
tures, free use of all club and sport fa- 
cilities, campouts, day excursions, sail 
boats, fishing and two open water 
dives per week. Scuba certification 
will require at least three weeks and a 
certification fee of $130.

this year was a new, inexpensive un- 
derwater camera and housing designed 
specifically for the sport diver. Designed 
and manufactured in Italy, this new unit 
consists basically of a 35mm camera in 
a compact, cast aluminum housing. 
Painted a bright international orange, the 
Alfamar is possibly the smallest under- 
water camera housing made of metal in 
the world today. 


THE HOUSING 

Made of heavy duty cast aluminum, 
the housing has five individual external 
controls for focus, aperture, shutter 
speed, film advance and trigger release. 
It offers all of the capabilities of more ex- 
pensive professional units. At the back is 
a small viewport for the frame counter. 

The housing consists of two parts — a 
front and back which mate against a 
large O-ring gasket seal. The two are 
held together by four stainless steel 
spring-loaded cam locks which quickly 
unsnap for film loading. The housing has 
a smooth, attractive, durable finish, 
rounded corners, and a recessed area 
for the shutter release lever. The front 
port is flat optical glass and the collar is 
threaded to accept auxiliary lenses for 
both wide-angle and close-up work. 

The housing features a standard Ni- 
konos Ill flash connector for use with ei- 
ther flash bulb units or underwater 
strobes. The housing and camera are 
compatible with most U.S. manufactured 
flash units as well as the Italian-made 
Quasar 120. A standard shoe mount at 
the top of the housing accommodates al- 
most any standard optical viewfinder on 
the U.S. market. 

Because of its rugged design, it ap- 
pears this unit will endure heavy use and 
may prove to be a good rental camera 
system for dive shops and vacation re- 
sorts. Each housing is pressure tested to 
a depth of 300 feet before shipment. 
Slightly negative in the water and well- 
balanced, it is very easy to operate. 


THE CAMERA 

The Alfamar housing was specifically 
designed to accommodate an inexpen- 
Sive, Itallan-made 35mm camera. In fact, 
it looks like the housing is probably worth 
more than the camera itself. This is ac- 
tually a blessing in disguise for the bud- 
ding underwater photographer who 
might accidentally flood the housing: Ac- 
cording to the distributor, replacement 
Cameras are approximately $75. 

The camera comes equipped with a 
standard 50mm lens, which produces 
very sharp photographs. The only draw- 
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back is that the camera does not have 
interchangeable lenses. However, an 
auxiliary wide-angle lens adaptor will fit 
the front of the housing. 

The camera has a leaf-shutter design 
which will operate at four different shutter 
speeds: 1/30, 1/60, 1/125, and 1/250 
second. The big advantage to this partic- 
ular shutter design is that it will synchro- 
nize strobe and flash pictures at all four 
Speeds, unlike most cameras which syn- 
chronize at only 1/60. The aperture knob 
is on the right side of the housing just for- 
ward of the shutter release trigger and 
has a full range of openings from f2 to 
f22. Conveniently located at the top of the 
housing is the focusing knob, which 
faces the person operating the camera. 
Calibrated in meters, distance can range 
from a minimum focus of 1.2 meters (4 
feet) to infinity. 

The camera takes standard 35mm 
film. You can shoot slides, color prints or 
black and white photographs. The cam- 
era stays in the housing when film is 
loaded or unloaded; it is not removed 


‘from the housing unless it is being re- 


placed with a new unit.

ACCESSORIES 

In addition to the camera and housing, 
there are a variety of auxiliary lenses 
which will screw onto the frontlens port of 
the housing. The thread size is a stand- 
ard 58mm, identical to that of the Niko- 
nos. Perhaps the most interesting acces- 
sory available for the Alfamar is the 
15mm wide-angle lens adaptor which will 
work not only on the Alfamar but on any 
Nikonos 28mm or 35mm lens. This gives 
you a wide-angle photo when used with 
the Alfamar and, although there Is a very 
Slight vignetting in the extreme corners, 
this is hardly noticeable after the slide 
has been mounted. 

There is also a set of three close-up 
lenses of various magnifications. These 
diopter lenses screw onto the front port 
of the housing. 

The Alfamar camera and housing with 
flash contact is available at a retail price 
of $299. The wide-angle lens adaptor is 
sold separately for $270 and the close- 
up lenses are $90 each.

Similar in ap- 
pearance to the BC jacket concept 
which has won such great popularity in 
the past year, the new Sea Otter 
combines wraparound body design 
with specific control features found in 
other U.S. Divers BC's. 


DESIGN 

The Sea Otter follows the basic 
design of an over-the-shoulder 
inflatable jacket with fabric side panels 
and a single waist strap for comfort and 
convenience. The outer bag is made of 
a urethane-backed Cordura nylon 
which is highly resistant to cuts and 
abrasions. It is available in two basic 
colors — either a solid U.S. Divers 
yellow or a contemporary two-tone 
blue. Inside the Cordura bag is an elec- 
tronically sealed inner bladder made of 
polyurethane. Water accumulating 
between the outer bag and inner blad- 
der during the dive quickly drains from 
nylon mesh panels at the bottom. There 
are also two grommets positioned at 
the shoulder for venting off any trapped 
air bubbles which might accumulate 
before the dive. An additional new de- 
sign feature is the durable nylon waist 
strap buckle which is virtually un- 
breakable and unbendable. 

The Sea Otter is one of the only 
American made buoyancy compen- 
sators with the LP inflator on the right 
side. The power inflator is positioned 
low on the front so that its air hose can 
be worn under the right arm and close 
to the body for right hand operation. | 

Perhaps the most outstanding 
feature of the Sea Otter is its new dual 
control inflator/deflator assembly made 
entirely of high-impact nylon. This

one hand at almost waist level position. 
The dual control is equipped with a 

large push button for rapid power infla- 
tion and a simple squeeze lever for 

rapid deflation. The squeeze lever acti- 
vates a large diameter dump valve 

positioned on the right side of the Sea 
Otter and linked to the squeeze lever by 
a stainless steel.cable. The Sea Otter is

which does not require the user to raise 
his arm overhead for deflation. 

The Sea Otter is also equipped with 
many safety back-up designs for 
fail-safe operation. For example, the 
spring-loaded dump valve located on 
the shoulder also serves as an 
emergency pressure-relief valve incase 
the BC is over-inflated. The poppet 
spring on this valve is set for 2 psi above 
ambient pressure — well below the 
safety tolerances of the air bladder’s 
construction. The simplified rocker 
design of the dump valve also permits it 
to be operated manually. The diver 
need only reach up with his right hand 
and press down lightly on the rocker end 
of the valve itself. 

Another safety feature is the thumb 
button, positioned at the inflator

assembly, which provides for quick re- 
lease of the LP inflator hose from 
the jacket. 

The BC is also equipped with a large 
bore oral inflator positioned on the left 
shoulder. Equipped with.a push button 
valve at the mouthpiece, this inflator 
serves as a secondary back-up system 
for deflation. In addition, the oral inflator 
provides an alternate method for inflat- 
ing the BC should the diver’s scuba tank 
be empty or the primary inflation 
system not function properly.. 

The ultimate safety back-up for emer- 
gency inflation is a fast firing CO2 
inflator positioned on the lower left side 
of the jacket.

CLICK-MURMUR SYNDROME 


ho ever heard of the click-murmur 
syndrome? Till recently, almost no- 
body. But now that doctors know about 
it, they’re turning up a lot of cases. Most 
are young women. Different surveys re- 
port a varying incidence. In one, it was 
about ten percent. In another, careful 
examination revealed a click and mur- 
mur in one-fifth of the young women ex- 
amined. It seems fair to conclude that a 
substantial number of female scuba 
divers would, if surveyed, show the 
same findings. The question of signifi- 
cant risk to safety assumes importance. 
These people have defective mitral 
valves. That's the valve between the left 
atrium and ventricle. The click is the 
sound of an oversize valve leaf slam- 
ming shut as the ventricle begins. to 


contract. The murmur reflects the vibra- 


tions set up by the backflow of blood 
through the closed but defective valve. 
In most cases the leakage is minor and 
need not preclude diving. But there's 
more to the story. People with mitral 
click-murmur are more likely than others 
to have cardiac dysrhythmias. This is 
frightening, because water immersion 
also favors dysrhythmias, and summa- 
tion of the two influences could lead to 
underwater blackout and drowning. 
Most people who have the click-mur- 
mur have no symptoms and can proba- 
bly dive safely. The few who have a sig- 
nificant rhythm disturbance are at risk. 
Those who have palpitations (heart ir- 
regularities they can feel) should not 
dive. Those who do not have palpita- 
tions should be checked for dysrhyth- 
mias. Methods available include fre- 
quent pulse taking, stress EKG, and 24 
hour EKG monitoring. When all tests are 
completed, a physician should make the 
decision about fitness for diving. 


HYPOGLYCEMIA 

Robert Taradoina of Mt. Clemens, Mis- 
souri, has been advised to quit diving be- 
Cause an exam turned up hypoglycemia. 
His blood sugar (glucose) level was too 
low. He finds the advice quite depress- 
ing, as he definitely does not want to give 
up diving. Everything else in his medical 
check-up was normal. How about it? 


Answer: Hypoglycemia is common. The 
body has a regulatory system to keep the 
blood sugar level within a normal range, 
but like all systems, it can get out of 
whack. The derangement most often 
seen is called reactive hypoglycemia. 
When you eat sweets or refined starches, 
your blood sugar starts to increase rapid-

ly. In response, your pancreas releases 
insulin, which drives glucose into the liver 
and fat depots for conversion to storage 
forms (glycogen and fat). In reactive hy- 
poglycemia there's an overshoot. The in- 
sulin isn’t turned off soon enough, and for 
a while the blood sugar goes too low. 
During this time, you may feel tired, 
weak and hungry. 

Such low blood sugar reactions can 
generally be avoided by achange in eat- 
ing habits. Coarse grained carbohydrate 
foods digest slowly, so deliver glucose to 
the blood slowly. Protein and fatty foods 
do not digest to glucose. Thus the pan- 
creatic response is much smaller: Little 
insulin is released at one time, and the 
overshoot effect is not seen. 

How about diving? An episode of reac- 
tive hypoglycemia doesn’t last very long, 
and can be shortened by eating a small 
amount of something sweet. More impor- 
tant, it's not apt to recur during exercise. 
Glucose delivered from the intestine to 
the blood is rapidly consumed by muscle 
activity (it’s a fuel), so its level doesn’t get 
high enough to trigger insulin release. It 
doesnt go too low either, because glu- 
cose is regenerated from its storage 
forms as needed. Therefore, most divers 
who are subject to reactive hypoglyce- 
mia need not give up the sport, if they

Or 
you could apply to one of the many uni- 
versity-sponsored hyperbaric research 
programs.

A final suggestion is to seek employ- 
ment at a hospital that’s into hyperbaric 
theraphy, such as St. Luke's in Milwau-
